of Paris is tile reply of those close to 


President 
W ilson 
to the 
senator’s 


charge* that the full text of the Ger­ 
man treaty i> in the hands of certain 
Vmerican private interests. 
In others w'ords the treaty in its 
present form will not be pre*ented to 
the Germans for signature. 
It is 
bound to undergo considerable re­ 
vision. 
All 
through 
the 
winter 
month*, the president is said to have 
l>atiled with Premier Lloyd George 
and Premier Clemenceau iii an effort 
to draw up term s to which it was pos- 
*il)le for Germany to subscribe, or 
which could he enforced by the allies. 
The fight reached its climax in March. 
It is now' possible to state that the 
conditions originally proposed by the 
British and French underwent drastic 
modification in that month, but even 
after remodeling the treaty w as so 
severe that the British and even some 
of French now' agree it is impossible 
to carry them out. 
The president, 
according to his associates, finally 
agreed to the treaty in its present 
form in the belief that tile effort to 
put it into execution would soon re­ 
veal it w as impossible o f realization, 
even if the Germans accepted it. 
Shifting of the political situation in 
Great Britain has now' given him an 
unexpected ally in Lloyd George. 
Nevertheless, the entire American 
delegation is not iii sym pathy with 
holding the full text of the treaty, 
inasmuch as photographic copies are 
on sale in three 
languages in Ger­ 
many, 
Switzerland, 
Holland 
and 
Scandinavia. 
A ttacks such as that 
made by Senator Lodge are not re­ 
garded a s surprising bv some o f the 
American delegates who say there 
is no reason w'hy the treaty should 
not be given out and that such a t­ 
tacks are embarrassing. 
It is pointed out that while the big 
four might have had numerous rea­ 
sons for witholding the text, it has 
now been so widely published beyond 
their control that it is useless to keep 
it from the xVmerican public.
